Eastern Racketeers Unable 
To (Jain Foothold, Says 
District Attorney 

In a speech at the school audi¬ 
torium on Saturday night District 
Attorney Buron Fitts told his 
audience that the efficiency of 
his department as now consti¬ 
tuted alone is responsible for the 
fact that organized gangsters of 
Chicago and other metropolitan 
cities have not been able to ex¬ 
tend their operation to Los An¬ 
geles county. 

Fitts gave credit to his asso¬ 
ciates in his office for the suc¬ 
cess which the office has enjoyed 
in decreasing crime and increas¬ 
ing convictions during the past 
years. 

The policy of the prosecuting 
office, he said, has been to so 
constantly harass the criminals 
that they had no chance to or¬ 
ganize— as they have in the Fast. 
To accomplish this it has been 
necessary to work in cooperation 
with the other districts. 

"In the past four years," he 
went on, “we have handled many 
cases of National importance, and 
that we have handled them suc¬ 
cessfully is due to the efficient 
organization of efficient men %ve 
have built up. Any new man 
going into the District Attorney's 
office at this stage regardless 
of how honest, how efficient as a 
lawyer, would be new 1 19 the job. 
He would naturally wish to install 
his own operative machinery . .

Evans Tells 
How Taxes 
Must Be Cut 

Reduction In Cost Of State 
And Iktcal Governments 
Only Hope For Relief 

"There can be no substantial 
relief from excessive taxation un¬ 
til we reduce the cost of our lo¬ 
cal governments— in the States, 
counties and the cities,” said 
Congressman W. E. Evans in an 
address before the Kiwanis Club 
and its guests at the noon lunch¬ 
eon on Tuesday. 

He had just told how the Con- 
gres had lopped $700,000,000 off 
the Federal budget as a step 
towards cutting down the enor¬ 
mous public debt that had been 
piling up at the rate of $7,500,- 
000 a day. He said Congress as 
well as the Nation was shocked 
when a message from the Presi¬ 
dent had called attention to the 
alarming rate at which the defi¬ 
cit was growing and How, through 
practice of governmental econo¬ 
mies and passage of a revenue 
bill adding additional taxes, Con¬ 
gress had set about to balance 
the budget. • 

Mr. Evans said he had per- 
[ sonally favored a direct sales tax, 

I levied at the source, as the best 
means of raising the required ad¬ 
ditional revenue and that he was 
persuaded this was the most 
satisfactory method after witness¬ 
es from Canada, where the sales 
tax has been In effect for 10 
years, had been called before a 
Congressional committee. The 
Canadians testified, he said, that 
the manufacturer in a majority of 
cases absorbed the sales tax and 
that the ultimate consumer was 
scarcely aware of its existence. 

Relating how $180,000,000 had 
been slashed off salaries of Fed¬ 
eral employes, Mr. Evans called 
attention to the fact that the 
average pay of government em¬ 
ployes is only $1440 a year and 
expressed the opinion that there 
should be no reduction in salaries 
where they were under $2,000. 

Returning to the subject of tax 
reduction the Congressman 
pointed out that the four billions 
it costs to carry on the Federal 
government each year is but 30 
per cent of the amount annually 
raised by taxation, the remainder 
of the 14 billions going towards 
the upkeep of the States, counties 
and cities. 

"You will readily see," he said, 
"that the real relief we all want 
must come from a reduction in 
the cost of local governments." 

Discussing the operation of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora¬ 
tion, Mr. Evans said it would un¬ 
doubtedly operate as successfully 
| as the War Finance Corporation | 
did during the World War, calling 
attention to the fact that in ad¬ 
dition to is marvelous benefls, 
he War Finance Corporaion had 
closed its affairs long after the 
war was over with a balance to 
the good of $50,000,000. 

Answering the often heard 
criticism that funds of the R F C. 
would flow out only to and for 
the benefit of the big banks, rail¬ 
roads and other great corpora¬ 
tions of the metropolitan centers, 
Mr Evans cited the organization's 
operations since it began to func¬ 
tion 

Until just a few days ago. he 
said, 4.158 loans had been au¬ 
thorized and of these approxi¬ 
mately 3,600 had been to banks 
outside the great cities of the 
country 70 per cent to banks 
in cities having a population of 
less than 5,000; 78 per cent in 
towns with a population of less 
than 10.000 and nearly 87 per 
cent in towns with a population 
of less than 25.000. 

The bill authorizing the crea¬ 
tion of this agency," said Mr 
Evans, "will make available five 
billions of dollars without any 
tax whatsoever upon the people 
of this Nation, and from the fig¬ 
ures I have quoted you will see 
that it is going out among the 
masses.” 

Creation of the R F C. had been 
of immediate and positive effect 
in helping to pull the country out 
of the depression by putting more 
i money into circulation. Evans de- 
| dared. 

"Prior to its operation," he 
i said, "banks were failing at the 
! rate of about 500 a month 
j throughout the country and now 
I there are very few failures " 

Discussing the Garner “pork 
barrel” bill vetoed by President 
| Hoover, Mr Evans said it would ! 
J have added tremendously to the 
tax burden of the people by add- 
! ing. needlessly, huge amounts in 
I lasting overhead charges. In sup¬ 
port of his contention he cited its 
effects in this, the Eleventh Con¬ 
gressional district in which he is 
seeking re-election. 

The bill would have required 
the erection of 13 new’ Federal 
buildings in the district, he said, 
each costing not less than $50,000 
The upkeep of the buildings, 
later, would have been several 
hundred per cent greater than 
the total present cost of operating 
the government activities in the 
same communlies. 

"Besides,” said the Congress¬ 
man. "the bill W’ould have re¬ 
quired the expenditure of fabulous 
amounts for the deepening of 
rivers where there is no com¬ 
merce. the creation of ports w’here 
there is n<^‘ shipping and for many 
other equally absurd purposes, 
each one of which would have 
required the levying of additional 
taxes for upkeep and salaries 
long after the depression has 
pased into history’ and been al¬ 
most forgotten."

DOUBLE DRIVE BRIDLE PA TH

Two horses owned by the Santa 
Anita Riding Academy were 
buried alive yesterday morning 
while working on the Double 
Drive bridle-path just south of 
Orange Grove avenue, when both 
animals suddenly plunged thorugh 
apparently solid earth into what 
was estimated to be a 60-foot 
chasm.

difficult to displace as they are 
In Chicago now. 

Mention was made of the fact 
that although news may be had 
of a new machine gun killing 
every day in i ne of the other big 
cities of the country, there has 
only been one machine gun mur¬ 
der in Los Angeles history— and 
the men connected were hung. 
Quoting names such as Beese- 
myer, Fitts pointed out that the 
swindlers and confidence men who 
have held the headlines In the 
past are all safe behind bars. 

Introduced by Wilbur F. Thay¬ 
er, of this city, the District At¬ 
torney was preceeded by brief 
talks given by Judge Irvine Tap- 
lin, Judge Isaac Pacht, Judge 
Charles Burnell, and former Judge 
Daniel Beecher, who is now chief 
deputy in Fitts’ office, in charge 
of the criminal division, and a 
candidate for re-election to the 
bench. 

Thayer, in his introductory ad¬ 
dress, mentioned the legisla¬ 
tion candidacy of City Business 
Manager Al S, Myers, and spoke 
of the advantage of having dis¬ 
trict representation in the as¬ 
sembly in the person of a man 
such as Myers, who has already 
proven his worth in his handling 
of local affairs. This mention of 
Myers called forth a warm re¬ 
sponse from the crowd. 

Judge Pacht spoke for a power¬ 
ful, well organized judiciary, and 
his theme was echoed by the ma¬ 
jority of other speakers, who all 
gave their personal qualifications 
for re-election, and records of 
their past accomplishments. 

Judge Thomas White, arriving 
late, spoke after Fitts, gave a 
penetrating and witty talk on 
how a Los Angeles Hearst news¬ 
paper should be run. He said: 

"No newspaper, however power¬ 
ful, should be able to touch the 
Judiciary." 

More than 300 local voters 
turned out to hear the first of 
the candidatees for public office 
to come to Sierra Madre during 
this campaign. They were well 
entertained at the outset of the 
program by the Polhamus Band, 
a Los Angeles children’s musical 
organization. 

The Sierra Madre Jewish so¬ 
ciety served refreshments at their 
North Lima Street Temple to the 
city's political guests at the con¬ 
clusion of the meeting.

Was Ofn Top O’ The World 

“Jim” Hawks has gone back 
to his old love— gold assaying. 
Thirty years ago that was his 
job, up in the hell-roaring coun¬ 
try that is Bodie. And now, be¬ 
cause the market for old gold 
rises in times of depression, and 
because for a short period of 
time the State mint is taking in 
small quantities of the precious 
stuff, he Is at it again. 

England may be off the gold 
standard, but the United States 
are still interested enough In to 
furnish newspaper headlines. 
Hawks' recent activities furnished 
grounds for some reminiscences 
of gold and old California too. 

Bodie has burned, is dust now, 
but when Jim Hawks was there 
Bodie was very much alive, very 
much in keeping with any man's 
idea of what a rip-roaring Cali¬ 
fornia town should be. 

It was In this vicinity that 
years ago Mark Twain stayed at 
a boarding house. The old land¬ 
lady told Hawks the story. Twain 
liked his liquor, got into the habit 
of disturbing the rest of the 
hoarders by coming home in the 
early morning hours, and m a k ing 
a terrible noise in climbing the 
stairs. Everyone else In the house 
resented such a disturbance, told 
the landlady they would move 
unless she did something about it. 
So she reprimanded Twain. 

He looked at her, smiling, and 
said: "Now say, Mrs. Grady, did 
you ever know a man who could 
carry a keg of whiskey up the 
stairs, and make any less noise 
than I do?” 

Trees being a decided novelty 
in that high desert country, the 
miners would bring small cotton- 
wod trees from not so near towns, 
and decorate the Bodij* main 
street every Fourth of July. And 
In the winter time—from Novem¬ 
ber until July— there was snow, 
poker, and extreme Isolation. 

“There's no getting around it,” 
says Hawks, “you have to get 
up in the mining towns in the 
northern part of California for 
real towns. There Is real Cali¬ 
fornia. Not changed from what it 
was in the days of Bret Harte. 

“But times do change . . Thirty 
vears ago, when I was in Bodie, 
the power line that brought the 
mines their juice were the longest 
in the world. They were con¬ 
sidered miracles of modem science 
and engineering. And the span 
was but 30 miles."

GARDEN QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS 

By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

Question—Our Hibiscus plants 
are tall and leggy looking. What 
can we do to make them more 
compact. The foliage is small and 
few and far between, too. 

Answer—Pruning will thicken 
up the branches and more water 
will produce foliage. Make a deep 
and large basin about the plants 
and give them enough water so 
that it. will penetrate deeply in 
the ground. No doubt you have 
been sprinkling them often but 
the roots underneath are not get¬ 
ting any water. 

Question— When is the best 
time to prune Heather Plants ? 

Answer—In the winter, just af¬ 
ter they finish blooming. 

Q—Is there a pink-flowering 
Bridal wreath ? 

A—Yes. It is called Spirea An¬ 


thony Watteri. It blooms in the 
late spring and summer. 

Q—What are some good shrubs 
that bloom in the summer? 

A—Crepe Myrtle, Oleander, Hi¬ 
biscus, Buddlea (Summer Lilac), 
Abelia, Pluroma, Lan tanas and 
Fuchsia. 

Q— What trees can I grow for 
quick summer shade ? 

A—Acacia Melanoxylon, Acacia, 
Florabunda, Umbrella Trees, Pep¬ 
per trees, Eucalyptus trees, and 
Grevelia Robusta trees. 

Q—Our avocado trees are mak¬ 
ing very little growth this sum¬ 
mer. What is wrong with them ? 

A— Probably lack of water, 
deep in the ground. Make larger 
basins so that the water can col¬ 
lect and sink deeply in the 3oil. 
Just surface sprinkling may keep 
the trees alive but it will give 
them no new growth. 

Q—Should three year old avo¬ 
cado trees be pruned so that the

VS. 

MORTGAGES 

A proposal will be made at the November election 
to do away with trust deeds in favor of mortgages; 
and it is to be feared that many people will be mis¬ 
led into thinking that this move will be in the 
interest of the borrower. Contrary to much that 
has been said in recent months, banks do not 
thrive upon the disadvantage of their customers; 
but are vitally conctrned when they see a step 
contemplated which will be nothing but an attack 
a(n borrower and property owner alike. 

Should the trust deed be eliminated, and the more 
cumbersome mortgage substituted, the result will 
be smaller loans and consequent shrinkage in prop¬ 
erty values. Refinancing will be rendered more 
difficult, and Unnecessary loss will be entailed. 
Banks and other lending agencies are interested in 
the maintenance of reasonable bases for credit. 
Real property is after all a most important basis 
and it will not serve any party well to depreciate 
his holdings in order that more frequent fore¬ 
closure fees may be charged.

TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 

for home gardens 

The Vinca may be used very 
satisfactorily at Holiday time for 
making into wreaths and general 
decorations if so desired, when 
holly and other greens are not at 
hand, or seem a little expensive 
to use. 

A few plants started this year 
will surprisingly soon result in a 
fine permanent bed of this little 
trailer. It will grow in poor soil, 
but of course thrives best in 
ground that has been enriched 
with well rotted barnyard manure. 

Space should be gotten ready 
now for planting stock, snap¬ 
dragon, calendulas, French mari¬ 
golds, sw r eet peas, etc., in order 
to have plenty flowers for Christ¬ 
mas and all through the winter. 

Keep on setting out zinnias, 
marigolds, petunias, nasturtiums 
and others for continued fall 
blooms. 

Chrysanthemums should be 
given some special care just now, 
to be assured of these flowers in 
profusion and of choicest quality 
this fall; keep them growing vig¬ 
orously with plenty of water and 
fertilizer.

"Fixed charges"—continuing and 
automaically increasing expendi- 
ures, voted by the people, either 
by initiative, or by constitutional 
amendment— constitute one of 
the major obstacles to economical 
government in California. 

The voter’s answer in the fu¬ 
ture to all new “fixed charges" 
should be an emphatic “No!" 

That verdict— the verdict of 
the Agricultural Legislative Com¬ 
mittee of California, given in be¬ 
half of its 70,000 farmer-members 
—must be made the verdict of 
farmers, business men and com¬ 
mon taxpayers in every walk of 
life if there is f to be an end to 
exorbitant spending and oppres¬ 
sive taxation. 

California’s voting taxpayers 
in other words, must practice 
what they preach —economy! 

And to practice it they must 
stop kiting governmental expendi¬ 
tures on election day. 

The "fixed charges,” written 
into the statutes or the consti- 
tion by direct vote of the people, 
is likewise impossible of curtail¬ 
ment except by a second vote of 
the people—a costly and slow pro¬ 
cess which blocks prompt and ef¬ 
fective action in time of financial 
emergency, it was pointed out by 
the Agriculaural Legislative Com¬ 
mittee. 

“The comparative inflexibility 
of governmental budgets, due to 
the large proportion of 'fixed 
charges' voted by the people, all 
of which are impossible of reduc¬ 
tion in periods of financial stress, 
is a prime difficulty in the way 
of effective economy in expendi¬ 
tures,” the farm committee found. 
"Hereafter, therefore, it is recom¬ 
mended that new ‘fixed charges’ 
be avoided in every possible way.”

An additional 24 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation will have to 
be paid by Los Angeles County 
taxpayers to support the county 
schools during 1932-33, it was 
announced by Auditor Berber E.

The rate increase 
from 48 to 72 cents becomes 
necessary because of the drop in 
assessed valuations, Payne said, 
and the proposed rate will raise 
little if any more than last year’s 
rate. Board members stated that 
they would oppose the increased 
levy, but they were informed by 
Payne that the move is manda¬ 
tory under State law.

His community leadership was 
well attested last June when he 
received the honorary degree of 
doctor of business administration 
from the University of Southern 
California. The University's presi¬ 
dent, Rufus B. von KleinSmid, 
characterized Mr, Ballard as "a 
champion of all good causes, and 
a citizen of rare services." 

Among his contributions to the 
cultural and scientific growth of 
this part of the state was his in¬ 
terest in the development of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
in Pasadena. He was head of the 
Institute Associates, who are or¬ 
ganized to further the college’s 
progress. 

He went to Los Angeles as a 
young man of 22, and worked 
himself up to the high position 
he held at his death from the po¬ 
sition of office boy. He held prac¬ 
tically every executive position 
there was during his steady climb 
to leadership . 

He was elected president of the 
Southern California Edison Com¬ 
pany in 1928. As an executive of 
the company he broadened its 
scope to include an area of 55,000 
square miles in Southern and 
California. It was largely through 
his efforts that the company de¬ 
veloped the hydroelectric power 
sources in the Sierra Nevada, and 
the West's largest steam-electric 
generating station, on Terminal 
Island, Long Beach. 

The Sierra Madre Southern 
California Edison office, at 40 
North Baldwin avenue, will be 
closed today in tribute to his 
memory.

IMPROVEMENT ACT 


At a Joint meeting of the In¬ 
termediate Christian Endeavor
